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Our Twenty -Fifth Birthday 
Meeting 


As previously announced in the 
BuLLeTIN, the Twenty-fifth Annual 
Meeting of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association will be held in At- 
lantic City during the week of May 
27, 1929. In deciding upon Atlantic 
City, the Board of Directors of the 
National Association took into con- 
sideration the fact that twenty-five 
years ago, in June, 1904, to be exact, 
the Association was formally organ- 
ized in that city during the time of 
the American Medical Association’s 
convention there. The appropriate- 
ness, therefore, of going back to At- 
lantic City for this twenty-fifth birth- 
day meeting is obvious. 

The Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Association and the various 
committees in charge of the meeting 
are planning to do everything in their 
power to make this twenty-fifth birth- 


day meeting an outstanding occasion . 


in the history of the National Asso- 
ciation. A number of interesting sug- 
gestions have been made or are being 
developed at the present time. In 
the first place, a very definite effort 
will be made to secure the atten- 
dance of all of those individuals who 
were present at the three meetings in 
January, March and June, 1904, 
when the Association was organized. 
Some formal occasion at which these 
“Founders” of the Association may 
be recognized is being planned. It 
is also planned to utilize the program 
of the meeting to bring out in his- 
torical retrospect the progress made 
in the anti-tuberculosis campaign in 
the last twenty-five years, in such 
fielas as the treatment of tuberculosis, 
medical research, organization, devel- 
opment of methods and programs, etc. 
No effort will be spared to secure the 
best available talent to present these 


topics. The international character of 
the tuberculosis campaign will also be 
recognized. 

Headquarters for the annual meet- 
ing will be at the Chelsea Hotel, 
where all of the sessions of the meet- 
ing will be held. The Chelsea Hotel 
is about ten to twelve minutes walk

Institutes in 1929 


While complete details concerning 
arrangements for Institutes. in 1929 
cannot yet be announced, certain 
facts concerning these courses are 
available and announcement is made 
erewith for the benefit of those in- 
terested. 


Publicity Courses 


A publicity course was previously 
announced in the BULLETIN for 


June, 1928, under the auspices of Co- 
lumbia University Extension, on 
Methods of Health Publicity. The 
dates of this course are January 14 to. 
26, 1929. The course is designed 


primarily for workers who have had 
some definite training or experience 
in publicity. Persons without previ- 
ous training or experience will not be 
admitted. In other words this is 
somewhat of an advanced or post- 
graduate course. Such persons as sec- 
retaries of tuberculosis associations 
with a year or more experience, mem- 
bers of staffs of organizations who 
have had definite publicity experience, 
health workers and other social 
workers who have had some contact 
and experience in publicity of various 
types will be welcomed as applicants 
in this course. 

The course will open with two 
introductory sessions on the Psychol- 
ogy of Health Publicity which will 
be discussed by Professor H. A. Over- 
street and Health as an Advertising 
Appeal to be discussed by a prominent 
advertising expert. There will follow 
six sessions on INewspaper Publicity 
with discussions by such outstanding 
representatives in this field as W. P. 
Beasell, Managing Editor of the 
New York World, George Hastings, 
Publicity Director of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association, Dwight S. An- 
derson, formerly of the staff of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
Mr. Jacobs and others. 

A group of six sessions on printed 
matter will follow with discussions 
on typography and make-up by an 
expert in that subject, art in illustra- 
tion by Heyworth Campbell of Bat- 
ton, Barton, Durstine and Osborn, 
preparation of copy, use and distribu- 
tion, etc., all to be discussed by ex- 
perts. 

Four sessions will follow on the 
use of the spoken word with discus- 
sion by Professor W. C. Dubois, 
author of a recent book on this sub- 
ject and Doctor Iago Galdston, di- 
rector of the Speakers Bureau of the 
New York Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. 

A closing group of three sessions 
will be held on graphic methods with 
presentation of the subject by Mr. 
E. G. Routzahn of the Russell Sage 
Foundation and co-author of a recent 
book on publicity and social work; 
Doctor H. E. Kleinschmidt and Miss 
Helena L. Williams of the staff of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, and others. 

Each subject will be discussed not 
only in lecture form, and in round 
table conference, but also by means 
of the clinic method of critica] exam- 


ination of material in various fields. 

Workers who are contemplating 
taking this course are urged to com- 
municate at the earliest possible mo- 
ment with Philip P. Jacobs, Instruc- 
tor of the course at 370 Seventh 
Avenue, New York City. The fee 
for the course is $10.00. Sessions 
will be held morning and afternoon 
during the period indicated. 


Regular Institutes 


In addition to the publicity insti- 
tute to be held in New York, there 
are probably to be three regular in- 
stitutes following the outline and 
plan of those conducted by Mr. 
Jacobs in previous years. The first 
of these courses will be held in Phila- 
delphia from February 25 to March 
9. This course will be under the 
direction of the Pennsylvania School 
of Social and Health Work. Doctor 
Harvey Dee Brown, Director of the 
Philadelphia Health Council will be 
in charge of this Institute and Mr. 
Jacobs will assist. Previous courses 
conducted by Doctor Brown have 
been an outstanding success and it is 
therefore hoped that many Eastern 
workers who would like to take the 
tuberculosis institute will avail them- 
selves of this course. This will be 
the only regular Institute to be held 
in the East during 1929. 

A second Institute definitely sched- 
uled will be held in Columbus, Ohio, 
under the auspices of the Ohio Pub- 
lic Health Association in coopera- 
tion with the Department of Exten- 
sion of the College of Commerce and 
Administration, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, from April 8 to 20. Doctor J. 
E. Hagerty, Head of the Department 
of Social Administration will assist 
Mr. Jacobs in conducting the Insti- 
tute. 

The third Institute in 1929 is 
definitely scheduled to be held in 
Minneapolis, Minn., from June 17 
to 29 under the immediate auspices 
of the University of Minnesota and 
in cooperation with the Minnesota 
Public Health Association and the 
Hennepin County Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Jacobs will be in charge 
of this course and will be assisted by 
Doctor Meyerding and Miss Rade- 
baugh. This course is designed 
primarily for workers in the Middle 
West and Northwest, but workers 
from any part of the country will be 
welcomed.

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Child Health Education

New Pamphlet for High 
Schools 


The Child Health Education Ser- 
vice has issued a pamphlet called 
“Tuberculosis in its Relation to Pub- 
lic Health” intended to be used as a 
part of a course in health education 
in high schools. The reason for the 
publication of this pamphlet is the 
fact that most of the hygiene texts in 
use in schools contain very meagre 
and unsatisfactory statements on 
tuberculosis although the report of 
the Commission on the Curriculum 
of the Department of Superintendence 
includes the following statement in 
its recommendations for the content 
of a course in health instruction for 
high school students :— 

“A section on tuberculosis is absolutely 
necessary. Such a section is required by 
law in many states. Tuberculosis is one 
of. the most important factors in the na- 
tion’s death rate, and is the outstanding 
example of the success of modern hygiene 
conquering disease and _ prolonging 
ite, 

Mr. Sutton, Superintendent of 
Schools in Atlanta, Ga., and Chair- 
man of the Committee which drafted 
the report quoted above, has written 
to the superintendents of the larger 
city school systems recommending the 
use of the pamphlet. No charge is 
made for supplying enough copies for 
a high school class. 


Regional Health Institutes 
in Missouri 


Under the auspices of the Missouri 
Tuberculosis Association a unique 
series of Regional Health Institutes 
was held during the last week of Sep- 
tember and the first week in October. 
In order to lay special stress on the 
importance of having the teachers of 
the state intelligently informed in re- 
gard to public health, the Institutes 
were held at four of the state teachers’ 


colleges. The meetings were attended 
by representatives of local tuberculosis 
asscciations and by school and county 
nurses and numbers of the general 
public but the main body of the audi- 
ence was composed of students in the 
colleges at which they were held. 
The presidents of the colleges co- 
operated by having hygiene and phys- 
ical education and certain educational 
methods classes dismjssed in order 
that the students might attend the 
sessions of the Institute. The state 
health officer, the state supervisor of 
nursing, the director of health and 
physical education for the State De- 
partment of Education, the county 
health officer and a representative of 
the local medical society were among 
the speakers. The head of the Mis- 
souri Society for Crippled Children 
presented the program of her associa- 
tion and representatives from the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
spoke on Child Health Education, 
Health Training of Teachers and the 
Tuberculosis Christmas Seal Sale. 


Chicago and Hartford Con- 
duct Health Institutes for 
Catholic Teachers 


From two more cities come reports 
of health institutes for teachers in 
Catholic schools along the lines in 
which the St. Louis Tuberculosis 
Society pioneered several years ago. 

More than 2,000 teachers from the 
Catholic schools of Chicago attended 
a three day institute held under the 
auspices of the Chicago Tuberculosis 
Institute during the last week in 
August. Lectures were given by spe- 
cialists in heart disease, childhood 
tuberculosis, preventive dentistry, 
mental hvgiene and conservation of 
vision. Miss Mary Spencer, of the 
National Catholic Welfare Council, 
gave instruction to the teachers on 
how to apply health knowledge to 
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classroom procedure and how to apply 
educational principles to the teaching 
of health. The institute followed an 
intensive campaign conducted in the 
Catholic schools of Chicago for the 
purpose of interesting the class room 
teachers in training their pupils in 
health habits, and the large enroll- 
ment is an indication that when 
teachers can be roused to turn their 
attention to health in the classroom 
they welcome an opportunity for fur- 
ther training. 

The Hartford Institute reached 
four hundred and thirty Catholic 
sisters. It consisted of seven lectures 
of one hour each given on different 
days during a period of two weeks. 
Four Hartford physicians contributed 
the informational lectures and Miss 
Klein, of the Hartford Tuberculosis 
and Public Health Society, gave in- 
struction in regard to teaching meth- 
ods. 


Sanatorium Nursing 
School Data 


A questionnaire sent by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association in De- 
cember, 1927, to sanatoria throughout 
the United States has brought out 
some interesting information in re- 
gard to sanatorium nursing. The 
purpose of the questionnaire was to 
obtain data for the new edition of the 
Sanatorium Directory, but in order to 
supplement the records on file in the 
National office, the institutions were 
also asked to reply to the following 
questions: 

Has the 
school ? 

Is the institution affiliated with a 
general hospital? Name of hospital? 

The sumraary of the replies re- 
ceived from the sanatoria follows. 
Several sanatoria that failed to an- 
swer these questions, are known to 
have nursing schools. No attempt 
has been made to check the accuracy 
of the information with the National 
Association files: 


institution a nursing 


517 sanatoria returned the questionnaire. 

450 of this number answered the question 
on nursing school. 

57 reported having a nursing school. 

4 reported that schools are contem- 
plated or soon to be established. 

36 reported that they had no school, but 
were affiliated with a general hos- 
pital. 

5 reported no training school, but afh- 
liation with general hospital being 
planned. 

4 reported schools for attendants.

Negotiations are in progress for an 
Institute for the Southern States to 
be held in Nashville, Tennessee, in 
conjunction with the Southern Tuber- 
culosis Conference. This institute 
will be under the auspices of the Pea- 
bedy Institute and will probably be 
held during the first two weeks of 
September. This will be the only 
Fall course given in 1929. While it 
is primarily designed for workers in 
the South, workers from other parts 
of the country will be welcome. Fur- 
ther details of the course will be 
announced later. 

Persons desiring to enroll in any 
of these courses should communicate 
with Mr. Jacobs at the office of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
370 Seventh Avenue, New York 
City. A descriptive circular and 
application blank will be sent on re- 
quest. The fee for all of these 
courses will be not more than $10.00. 


New York State Conducts 
Ship Model Contest 


The Industrial Bureau of the State 
Education Department in New York 
will promote the ship model contest 
in connection with the seal sale. The 
contest will be presented on a state- 
wide basis, and locally through 
schools. The chief of the Industrial 
Bureau gave his endorsement to the 
following steps that were carried out 
through his office, for promoting the 
contest: 

1. A letter was sent, signed by 
one of the commissioners, to school 
superintendents throughout the state 
outside of New York City (about 
170 in number), enclosing a copy ot 
the ship model project and explaining 
the principal points about the contest, 
its relation to the seal sale, value as 
an educational project, opportunities 
for community interest and coopera- 
tion through our local committees, 
etc. 


2. A similar letter was sent to 
assistant superintendents in charge of 
industrial education work; a form 
will be enclosed for reply, giving the 
number of students who will enroll 
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in the contest. This information is 
necessary to know how many contest 
bulletins will be needed in each 
locality. 

The chief suggests that in the 
meantime each local association ap- 
point a committee of one to three 
members to interview local school 
superintendents concerning the con- 
test so as to make a direct tieup with 
the letters which will go out from 
his bureau. 

The following groups will be con- 
sidered for the contest: high school 
and manual training school students; 
similar classes in 6th, 7th and 8th 
grades; occupational therapy depart- 
ments in hospitals; other industrial 
art groups, workshops, etc. 


Selection of Prizes 


Woodworking tools were suggested 
as the best type of local prizes and 
the chief believes that local hardware 
stores would be glad in each case to 
offer them. The winning models 
could in turn be exhibited in various 
windows. Another stunt would be 
to have a group of school boys actu- 
ally work on models in a downtown 
window during a Saturday. 


Ship Model Contest Prizes 
in Chicago 


The Chicago Tuberculosis Institute 


has sent a letter regarding the contest — 


to all schools offering manual training 
courses, occupational therapy groups 
and to others interested in arts and 
crafts. Marshall Field and Com- 
pany have offered four prizes to the 
winners, as follows: For one divi- 
sion—An aquatint of the first journey 
of the “Victory,” Lord Nelson’s flag- 
ship at Trafalgar, in 1778, and one 
aquatint of the last journey of the 
“Victory,” in 1922. Both pictures are 
dedicated by permission of the Right 
Honorable Earl Beatty. In place of 
these pictures the firm offers as a 
choice ““The Geographer,” an original 
color-etching. 

For the other division a reproduc- 
tion of a bronze statuette of a winged 
victory, found in Pompeii, is offered. 

The Chicago Daily News is offer- 
ing prizes of its own to contestants 
who enter their work through the 
newspaper.

California Distributes 
Pamphlet on Food 


A pamphlet entitled “Planning and 
Serving of Food in Sanatoria and 
Preventoria” is being distributed by 
the Bureau of Tuberculosis, Depart- 
ment of Public Health, 901 Griffith 
McKenzie Building, Fresno, Califor- 
nia. The pamphlet contains lists of 
equipment for diet laboratories, kitch- 
ens and bath reoms, lists of food suit- 
able for sanatoria and preventoria and 
suggestions for menus for institutions 
with various needs. 


Changes and Corrections 


The July number of the BULLETIN pub- 
lished a note under the heading, “County 
Sanatorium for Warren County, Penn- 
sylvania.” We have been informed since 


that the vote for the new sanatorium was 


in Mercer County. 


The Chicago Tuberculasis Institute 
states that the June article, entitled, 
“Naperville Sanatorium Goes to Chicago 
Unitersity,” contained an error in the 
number of patients treated. It should be 
3,350. Moreover, the Institute “retains 
complete management of Naperville 
Sanatorium, and Chicago University is 
only responsible for the medical care of 
the patients. Financially and otherwise 
the Chicago Tuberculosis Institute is re- 
sponsible.” 

In the August number, under the title, 
“Racine Shows Results,” the statement that 
there were 82 deaths from tuberculosis in 
1927 was a misprint. It should have read 
28 deaths.
